A half million or so Californians had been 
fools. 
To guard against such a fluke it is necessary 
for each voter to give sober thought to the 
marking of his ballot. 
In next Tuesday's general election, it seems 
io us, there are several invitations to flukes. 


Five candidate»~U. S. Senator Knowland, 
Congressman Scudder, State Senator McCarthy, 
Assemblyman McCollister, and Richard M. 
Sims-are for all practical purposes running un­ 
opposed. 


McCarthy and McCollister all but “have it 
in the bag" because theirs will be the only 
names printed on the ballots as candidates for 
the office* ‘hey seek, since they won both Re­ 
publican and Democrat nominations in the 
primary and they art opposed by no minor 
party candidates. 


But with Senator Knew land and Congress­ 
man Scudder, the situation it a little different, 
Both captured both Republican and Democrat 
nominations in the primary, all right, but they 
still have opposition from minor party candi­ 
dates. To a\oid all chance of a fluke, don’t for­ 
get to vote for them even though their election 
appears assured. Both men deserve your vote of 
appreciation for the past service which won 
them both nominations in June. 


The situation in which Dick Sims finds him­ 
self is considerably different from the others-

Although Sims’ late opponent, John J. Miller* 


died a week ago, his name still will appear as a 
candidate for the position of judge of depart­ 
ment 2 of Marin’s new municipal court. 


There undobutedly are many who think that, 
because Miller is now regrettably deceased, Sun* 
is the winner “by default,” one might say. 


But that is not else cam. 


Sims must still be elected tt the polls next 
Tuesday. 


If it should happen that Sims’ supporters 
failed to vote for him (thinking it wasn’t neces- • 
sary), while a good many of the late Judge 
Miller’s mourner* voted for him “as a mark of 
respect,” as they stv-it just could happen that 
the deceased would win3 up w ith more jotes. 


This would be a touching tribute to John 
Miller, but it certainly would plunge the em­ 
bryo municipal court into confusion com- 
pf unded. 


In some instances where deceased candidates 
have received majority votes, courts have ruled 
the living candidate with the most votes to be 
the winner-on grounds that electors who cast 
their ballots for the deceased threw their votes 
away. 


In other instances, the office to which the 
deceased was “elected” has been declared va­ 
cant and had to be filled by the same ma­ 
chinery used to fill a vacancy caused by the 
death of an incumbent 


Which if either of these rules would apply to 
the local situation ia not known; hut in either. 
event, as we said, confusion compounded would 
result. 


The way to avoid all this is, simply enough, 
remember to vote for Sims. 


To avoid the possibility of a fluke, then, 
don't forget to mark your ballot for Senator

Pressure For Price Hikes 
Showing Up In Some Places 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK (>P>—Pressure for 
higher prices is building up in 
some important sectors—in spite of 
a year-long price weakening for 
many commodities in world mar­ 
kets. 
Steel maker*, for instance, aay 
their costs continue to rise and 
the price of steel isn’t as high aa 
it should be. 
Several oil producer* have com­ 
plain«! 
production 
costs 
have 
been rising while the price of 
crude oil has been held down. 


MANY OTHER INDUSTRIES 
have the «m e complaint. But no 
matter how much they like to hike 
prices now, they have the con­ 
sumer to reckon with. And waning 
consumer demand is a much more 
effective brake on price* thin any 
government control. 
In the esrUer postwar years, a 
general round of waga boosts was 
accompanied by a general rise In 
prices. This year, however, wag« 
have gone up for many workers, 
but many companies haven’t been 
able to boost prices — because 


they’ve had plenty of trouble find­ 
ing customers at the old price 
level. 
In some industries prices have 
eome down even though wages went 
up.

They contend the 
price boost they were allowed hist 
summer didn’t fully make up for 
the higher costs growing out of 
the steel wage boost. And they say 
their costs are still rising.

STARTED OVER FOOD 
Thi first act of the Halloween 
drama was brief. Eight hundred of 
the original 2,000 convicts quickly 
agreed to return to their cells. That 
left 1,200, Guards thought the back 
of the rebellion, staged to protest 
food the convicts called '‘slop** or 
worse, had been broken. 
Just as quickly, the second act 
started — an uncontroHM riot by 
1200 convicts in' the f i c t o f a Total 
guard force of 35. Fire after fire 
broke «it. 
Firemen, balked by the mass of 
convicts and the slimness of the 
guard force, tried ineffectually to 
fight the sprouting blazes from roof 
tops and wall ladders. 
Fire destroyed five buildings — 
the commissary, the Catholic chapel, 
the laundry, the personnel building, 
the prison hospital. 
Fire and vandalism seriously dam­ 
aged the auditorium, the mess hall, 
and the kitchen. 
The convicts, including some of 
the hardest characters in the mid­ 
west, armed themselves with meat 
cleavers, sharpened spoons, files, 
knives, anything that would maim 
or kill. 
They smashed windows, jeered at 
the guards and screamed curses.

Candy Fruit 


For This Cake 


It’s fun to candy an assortment 
of fruits to use in making tills 
definitely different fruit cake. The 
recipe look* long, but it's really 
easy to do. 
Fix the candied fruits 1 or 3 
days before you start the cake. Pear 
• lbs. of cake you'll need: 
1 No. 3 can sliced pineapple 
<10 slices) 
0 cups granulated sugar 
Rind of 4 oranges 
to lb. dried apricots (about 8) 
to lb. dried pears (about 6) 
lto lbs. dried prunes ‘about 90) 


DRAIN SYRUP from pineapple 
and add water to make 2 cups. Add 
to sugar in a broad saucepan or 
kettle. Beat, stirring, until sugar is 
dissolved. 
Add 
pineapple, apricots a n d 
pears. Cook slowly, stirring occas­ 
io n a lly , about 2ft m inutes, or until 
fruit looks glased. 
Lift out fruit onto racks to drain, 
w ith waxed or parchment paper 
underneath to catch the drip­ 
ping«. 
Use "half-shells'* of rind left 
from breakfast oranges. 
Scrape 
out membranes and white part of 
peel with spoon. Cover with boil­ 
ing water, cover pan, and cook 16 
m inutes; drain and repeat, cook­ 
ing until rind is tender. 
Drain« 
add to syrup left from first batch 
of fruit, and simmer until peel is 
transparent. 
Place 
on 
rack 
to 
drain. 


WASH AND PIT prunes, add to 
syrup after oranges are removed, 
and simmer about 29 m inutes, 
until fairly well candled. Remove 
to rack to drain. 
Let all fruits dry on racks in 
warm place 1 or 2 days, depend­ 
ing on the weather. Then cut in 
long strips, not too fine. To them 
add 3 cups of white raising and 
8 cups coarsely chopped walnuts. 
Mix and set aside. 
Now you are ready to mix the 
cake batter. (There will be only 
a sm all amount of batter, Mil 
you'll need to use a huge bowl or 
kettle in order to have room for 
the fruits).

416 cups sifted flour 
2 teaspoons salt

Gradually add sugar to shorten­ 
ing, creaming until fluffy. Boat 
eggs slightly, add milk; set aside: 
S ift dry ingredients together. Al­ 
ternately add sm all amounts of 
liquid and dry m ixtures to sugar 
and shortening, beating smooth 
after each addition. 
Add fruits 
and stir or m ix with your hands 
until att are well ooeted with 
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F O R BAKING, UN I Of 2 (OOd* 
alaed tube pans, or several smaller 
loaf pans, or coffee cans. Grease 
pans, 
with 3 thicknesses ef 
waxed paper (totting paper extend 
I or 2 Inches above pans), then 
grease the paper. P ill pans to full. 
Put into very slow oven (275*) and 
lay a sheet of aluminum foil or 
heavy paper over tops until almost 
done, to prevent over-browning. 
Allow 2 to 214 hours for baking 
small cakes« or about ft hours If 
all the batter Is baked h i large 
eake. Test with w tie eake tester 
er toothpick, as usual. 
Let cakes cool In paaa W hen 
you turn them out, don't peel off 
the papers! if you wish, pour a 
tattle rum er brandy over tops of 
cakes, then wrap, paper and all, 
2a aluminum foil and store in cool 
dry place. Remove paper only 
when you are ready to serve the 
eake. Do plan to make this fruit 
eake soon. Good as it is when first 
baked, it*s even better when it 
has had tim e to ripen for a few 
weeks, or even months, 


Sausage Links 
A handy way to cook a quantity 
of sausage links for a large family 
or a party is to bake them. Place 
links in a pan without a rack. 
This allows the sausage to brown 
In their own fat. 
Bake at 400 
degrees, 20 to 26 m inutes for regu­ 
lar elm links. Turn te brown 
evenly. W onderful m ilk gravy can 
be made from the drippings. 


1.—How would you like to candy your own fruits and uso them 
to mako a wonderfully good fruit cake? A can of sliced pine­ 
apple, a few dried apricots and pears, some pitted prunes,

(Good fruit cakes like this one have much fruit« little batter.) 


3.—Have pans and/or cons ready before you mix the cake. 
Grease them first. 
(This will hold paper linings in place.) 
Line bottom of each pan with 3 layers of waxed paper cut 
to fit. 
Stand o high "collar" of triple-layered waxed paper 
around sides, overlapping ends loosely. 
These collars help 
keep cokes from browning too quickly on top. 
Grease the 
paper. 
Fill pans to full. 
Soke as directed. 


4.—Come Christmas, wrap some of your mellowed fruit cakes 
in bright household foil, fancy papers and ribbons for special 
gifts. 
(No, don't tear off those paper pan-liners; they help 
keep the cakes moist.) 
Of course, you'll save some of your 
cakes to slice thin with a sharp knife, and serve with coffee 
or tea or dessert wine—and with justifiable pride! 
Flan now 
to make your cakes very soon.

TIBURONER TOPS 
TEXTILES 
Orient And Tropics Inspire 
Jgmes West, Famed Designer

Exotic

used in Java. Sumatra and Siam 
diverted James West of Tiburon 
from the paths of medicine to the 
multi-hued work ol hand block 
printed textiles. 
About 20 some years ago, West 
was studying medicine at Stanford, 
ail set to follow the medical tradi­ 
tion of his family, when he de­ 
cided to take a trip around the 
world. What he saw of vivid and 
beautiful fabrics in the Orient 
made him decide on a career in 
art instead. 
BEST KNOWN DESIGNER of 
block printed fabrics in the country 
today, his work adorns the homes 
of such celebrities as Doris Duke 
Cromwell, Marion Davies, George 
Vanderbilt, as well as many fam­ 
ous hotels including the Inter­ 
nationale in Cuba. More recently 
he was called upon to do the 
fabrics for a aeries of motion 
picture sets. 


When he returned from his 
world-wide trip, West got a job as 
assistant art director at the Allied 
Arts Ouild in Palto and began do­ 
ing textile work. Although he had 
no training in the field, he applied 
the methods he had observed in 
the Orient and Europe and soon 
began to make the trade sit up and 
take notice. 
From the beginning he liked to 
work with textiles, because he 
thought they were more pliable 
than other art mediums. 
“I could see,” he said in retro­ 
spect the other day, “where they 
could really become something that 
could actually be used; something 
that would be a help to the deco­ 
rative trade.“ 
“Furthermore," West added with 
a laugh, “it was something I could 
work at without winding up in an 
attic starving to death, if you know 
what I mean.“ 
WEST, WHO HAD SPENT a 
great deal of time in Hawaii with 


his family, became interested in 
big tropical designs for fabrics and 
was the first to do designs on a 
grand scale. 
The largest single 
brock he used was about four and 
a half feet high with composite 
blocks repeated making a design as 
high as 90 Indies. 
After five years, he quit the 
Guild and branched out for him­ 
self in San Francisco. 
For the 
past three years he and an assist­ 
ant manufactured all their fabrics 
in their Tiburón home and studio 
and will soon move their quarters 
to Greenwood beach. He supplies 
the material upon order to the in­ 
terior decorator who in turn sells 
to the client. 
Without making a preliminary 
paper sketch, he draws his design 
free hand directly onto quarter- 
inch battleship linoleum imported 
from Scotland. After the linoTeum 
is cut, it is mounted on the best 
quality five plywood laminated 
blocks. They are all inked by hand 
with gelatin rollers. 
The blocks 
are then turned over on the fabric 
and pounded by hand with a 
rubber mallett. 
Although years ago. he made 
some clothes fabrics for Hattie 
Carneghie and Schiaparelli, he now 
sticks almost entirely to materials 
for interior decorating. 
WE S T BLOCK - PRINTS on 
everything from velvets to heavy 
textured raw silk. 
Changes in 
architecture have brought forth 
changed demands in fabrics. With 
the increased use of long glass 
windows, clients don t want heavy 
lined curtains any longer, but ask 
for loosely woven fabrics that can

Marin Flores, originally 
of Argentina, who went there 
secretly recently to get material 
for her book, says Eva was mental­ 
ly sick.

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Dear Dorothy Dix— words that 
for 55 years became a household 
name, a column read by 00 mil­ 
lion Americans. Some worshipped 
her, others would h a v e gladly 
poisoned her, but all read her 
religiously. 
When at «0 she died in New Or­ 
leans l a s t y e a r , newspapers, 
throughout the world carried full 
stories. 
Born during the Civil war, she 
grew up during the reconstruc­ 
tion period, reached maturity dur­ 
ing the Victorian era and wit­ 
nessed the aftermath of, tw o 
World Wars. 
HER C O L U M N , the oldest 
newspaper feature, made its de­ 
but in 1896 and was carried on 
generation after generation by the 
originator until 1950. 
She left an estate close to $2,- 
500,000, but it was her work and 
not the estate that measured her 
success. 
It Is in this lively and pene­ 
trating book, filled with excerpt* 
from the famous column that 
Harnett T. Kane, assisted by Mrs. 
EUa Bentley Arthur, the column­ 
ist's confidential secretary» re­ 
captures the life and dedicated 
work of a compassionate woman 
and crackerjack “newspaperman.« 
The story is a dual one — the 
woman and writer are merged 
and the one can not be separated 
from the other. 
“No other woman ever had a 
career as dramatic, as tragic and 
yet so heartening. to others „as 
Dorothy DU.« 
After a casual education, she 
started her career in her late 
twenties. In her mid-thirties, she 
showed promise and at #9 the 
country recognised her. 
SHE WAS HONORED and kid­ 
ded. Burma Shave used her name 
on bill board rhymes, Broadway 
wrote a song about her. Nation­ 
ally 
recognized 
writers: Ogden 
Nash, 
Heywood 
Broun, Arthur 
Brisbane, Irvin S. Cobb and Er­ 
nie Pyle saluted her. 
She was no maudlin sentiment­ 
alist, no gushing “Whistler’s Mo­ 
ther with a typewriter« Never 
one afraid to call a spade a spade, * 
Dorothy Dix wrote sensible terse 
comments with a dash of humor 
causing one admirer to write, 
“Your backbone makes you say 
what you think and your funny- 
bone makes it easy for us to take.** 
Dorothy Dix, 
bom Elisabeth 
Meriwether in 1061, was a small 
frail child, raised on a farm on 
the Kenfcucky-Tennesset border. 
Tiny, just under five feet, with 
piercing dark eyes a n d strong 
chin, she was no Southern beau­ 
ty. Her marriage to hand some 
mentally unstable George Gilmer, 
became the tragic event of her 
life; but for 40 years U nle Gil­ 
mer took core of her husband. 
During her early married lift, 
on the verge of a nervoue break­ 


down, Lizzie was taken to the 
Mississippi coast to rest. There 
she met Mrs. Eliza Jane Poltevcnt 
Nicholson, owner of the New Or­ 
leans Picayune, and was Introduc­ 
ed to a new life, m 1949 she went 
to work at the Picayune for $6 
a week. 
ASKED TO WRITE a column 
for women, Lizzie chose the name 
Dorothy Dix. Full of wit and com­ 
mon sense the column attracted 
reader interest. At first she wrote 
of her opinions on issues concern­ 
ing women. Soon personal prob­ 
lem letters arrived, asking for ad­ 
vice. 
She hesitated remembering the 
short-lived Aunt Margaret col­ 
umns with mushy advice. B u t 
where Aunt Margaret would say 
“smile on, smile on,” in a wife- 
bullying case, Dorothy DU would 
advise the lady to use the man’s 
own medicine, giving him an even 
stronger dose of bullying than his 
own. 
Iter assignments grew as she 
covered Carrie Nation’s strong 
arm smashing war against sa­ 
loons, and her detailed and keen 
reporting attracted offers from 
the New York Journal. 
STARTING AT $M## she went 
to work for the Hearst organisa­ 
tion. Her crime coverages made 
headlines. Her »alary jumped to 
$13,000. She was osie of the na­ 
tion’s top reporters. 
All this time she was taking 
care of her husband. Never the 
rough-talking, rugged newsgal of 
the movies, Dorothy DU loved 
housekeeping, cooking and child­ 
ren. She had no children of her 
own. 
She became the nation's author­ 
ity on love. She served os an in­ 
formation 
center 
years 
before 
child guidance center* and social 
service workers appeared. 
Well-educated 
people 
quoted 
her; doctors, attorney, ministers, 
referred to her. During World 
War II the Army used part of 
her column for WAC recruiting 
drives. 
IN 1944 while all of her con­ 
temporaries had faded away, Dor­ 
othy DU was still the mirror of 
American alteration in manners 


“Frequently girls asked. ‘Should 
I help a gentleman on with his 
ooatr Eventually the question was 
more likely to be, Is it oil right 
•for me to spend the weekend in 
Atlantic C i t y w i t h my boy 
friend?« 
Her favorite friends and parties 
were associated with the news­ 
paper world. Dorothy DU always 
considered h e r s e l f a working 
newspaperwoman. 
Ernie Pyle summed her up in 
on interview: “She's the kind they 
speak of around the editorial 
rooms as a damn good newspaper 
nmn“*#

MARITIME MUSEUM OFF SAUSALITO 
Last Of 
The Square-rigged Sailing Queens 
Had Rich And Romantic Life On H igh Seas

The ciammy pre-dawn fog clung 
to the rusty yards and obscured the 
towering masts of America's last 
square-rigged sailing ship, as a 
stubby aggressive tug nosed the 
rust-streaked Pacific Queen to her 
mud berth off the entrance to 
SausaUto yacht harbor. 
The once proud square-rigged, 
last survivor 
of the 
era 
that 
brought the California story to 
eager ears throughout the world, 
seemed to take a new lease on life 
as the morning sun lifted her fog 
shroud. She was back to plead 
her case, try to Justify her condi­ 
tion, by stirring the hearts and 
blood of any man who might sight 
her lofty spars and be carried back 
a hundred years. 
Two people stood on the focsl 
head, as the outgoing tide exposed 
scarred, barnacle encrusted plates 
that have kept the Pacific Queen 
afloat since her launching in 1886. 
Frank and Rose Kissinger were 
on deck, wondering perhaps as the 
Queen’ towered above the harbor's 
small craft if this time in port 
might be the salvation of their 
ship. 
Aft, in the paneled, main cabin, 
lay a scrap book thick with clip­ 
pings, tiie dateline on the first, 
1933, San Francisco. It told of the 
purchase of the Star of Alaska 
from the Alaska Packers Associa­ 
tion by one Frank Kissinger of 
Los Angeles. Purchase price $5,000 
to be renamed Pacific Queen and 
fitted out as a floating side-show. 
To many an old time sailor this 
was the end, but to the 'Queen* 
and her new owners it was almost 
a second childhood. 


THE •‘QUEEN** WAS BORN in 
1886. Her registry papers read as 
follows; “Steel ship Pacific Queen, 
built by Charles Connell at Glas­ 
gow, Scotland as the Balcutha, ves­ 
sel of 1,882 gross tons, measuring 
253.5 feet length over all, 34 2 feet 
abeam and 22.7 feet deep.** 
Little is known of her first 13 
years as the Balcutha, but her 
log might read Calcutta to Eng­ 
land with jute; to Australia and 
San Francisco for wheat; to the 
west coast of South America for 
nitrates. 
From 1894 until her sale in San 
Francisco in 1899 she was owned 
out of Nova Scotia by one Capt. 
Durkee who added Cardiff and 
IquJque, Montevideo and Calcutta 
to her ports of call. In 1897 she 
sailed from England to San Fran­ 
cisco in the slow time of 142 days. 
In 1899 the Balcutha was sold 
to J. J. Moore and Company of 
San Francisco and she entered the 
lumber trade under the name of 
the Colonial Shipping Company. 
Her run was from Puget Sound 
to Australia, returning to her new 
home port carrying ooal from New­ 
castle. 
A BIG YEAR in the life of Am­ 
erica’s last squire-rigged ship was 
1901 when she was admitted to 
U. S. Registry under the owner­ 
ship of Pope and Talbot, and con­ 
tinued in the Australian lumber 
trade for another two years. 
The Alaska Packers association 
of San Francisco, well-known as 
the last stronghold of sail, with 
their fleet of square riggers and 
schooners, chartered the Balcutha 
for the 1903 fishing season and sent 
her to Karluk, Alaska in April of 


that year. She made the trip in 
eighteen days and returned to the 
Bay Area in October. 
The year 1904 almost brought 
the end of this stout ship as she 
sailed, for another season of sal­ 
mon fishing under the command 
of a Capt. Brewer. Twenty-three 
days after sailing for Karluk, she 
was wrecked on the north end of 
Geese Island, Alaska. 
The wreck was purchased by 
Alaska Packers for $500 and taken 
to Kodiak for temporary repairs 
wbar* aim spent the winter of 1804- 
1965. In the spring men with ma­ 
terial from San Francisco made 
the trip north, effected the neces­ 
sary repairs and on July 12 she 
sailed heme, arriving on August 7. 
Her new owners turned her over 
te United Engineering Works and 
under the supervision of a Capt. 
Metcalf she was rebuilt according 
to Lloyd's rules. 
RRFVTTEO AND 
RENAMED 
Star of Alaska, in accordance with 
policy of 
giving * steel 
a star prefix, she put in one 
of fishing only to return to 
the yards in the winter of 1906- 
07 for the Installation of 150 addi­ 
tional bunks for fishermen and 
Chinese laborers. 
The most extensive alteration, 
and one that remains to this day, 
was the extension of her poop 
sixty-eight feet forward. Seventy- 
two more bunks were also added. 
Many an old-time 
resident 
of 
Alameda still remarks cm the sight 
she made being towed Into port 
with mere than three hundred 
fishermen, crewmen and cannery 
mils f *Ml dotting 
rigging. 


The Alaska Packers maintained 
their own repair yards in Alameda 
and the black hulls of their sail­ 
ing ships were always in good re­ 
pair. 
Star of Alaska made yearly trips 
to Chignik, 
between the 
years 
1906-1930 returning to San Fran­ 
cisco after each fishing season. She 
maintained this March to October 
schedule even during the years of 
World War X. During the 24 years 
of passage to the Alaska fishing 
grounds she averaged better than 
22 days going north and 15 days 
homeward bound. Her best day’s 
run was 143 miles and her record 
run for the years was a 10 day 
trip home in 1913. Her 1925 trip 
produced the book “Sail Ho” by 
Gordon Grant, famous marine il­ 
lustrator. 
In 1925 the association began 
laying up the sailing vessels in 
favor of steam. As a gesture to 
the devoted ships’ masters, a race 
was arranged between the Star of 
Alaska and Star of England, to 
start as both ships passed through 
the Golden Gate. 
Once off the 
lightship both dropped tows and 
the Star of Alaska was first to get 
all her canvas up. She maintain­ 
ed this early lead and arrived first 
at her Alaska base, justifying her 
reputation as a smart sailer and 
filling the pockets of her loyal fol­ 
lowers who had wagered heavily on 
the outcome of the unusual ocean 
race. 
IN 1929 ONLY TWO 
Stars’* 
made the Alaska trip, and again 
the Star of Alaska kept her good 
luck in company with the Star of 
Holland. In 1930 the Star of Aias-

Why Peonies 
Fail To Bloom 
There are several reasons why 
peonies sometimes fail to bloom — 
they may be planted too deep, or 
they may just be poor stor k. 
A qgore serious reason lor fail­ 
ure to bloom, however, is that the 
peonies may be suffering under­ 
ground from galls on their roots. 
Symptoms of this trouble, which 
is also known as root-knot. are 
foliage of a pale, sickly color, 
thin, spindly stocks, curled leaves, 
and, of course, failure to bloom. 
If, when tue plants are taken 
up, the roots show smalt knobu- 
lar swellings, the peonies are suf­ 
fering from root-gall. The dsseaae 
is caused by a species of eeiworm 
or nematodes. 
If the roots are badly infected 
the plants should be destroyed, 
If the infection seems mUd. the 
plants should be divided and given 
the 
hot-water 
treatment. 
This 
calls for immersing them for 90 
minutes In water heated to 130 
degrees. After this treatment, re- 


gave them names like Praecox 
pur pure»-varia, then took to call­ 
ing them after famous gardeners 
and local celebrities.

Its time to get bulbs into the 
ground. Beautiful daffodil bulbs 
are in the market now, some grown 
in California. Some come from 
Oregon, grown by Scotch nursery­ 
men there. Thousands reach us 
from Holland and from Belgium. 
No matter the original home, the 
idea is to get our bulbs under the 
soil. Bulbs must be kept cool, and 
in oool ’soil their roots start to 
grow. This in contrast to warm 
soil or even warm air which al­ 
ways encourages top growth in­ 
stead of root growth among daf­ 
fodils. 
FLOWERING BULBS have what 
Is called a root disc. The kitchen 
onion is a good example to con­ 
sider. At the base 
where the 
paper-like skins unite, there are 
many tiny dots in the white sur­ 
face. Out of these dots come the 
roots. A daffodil is like the onion, 
and the gardener wants to be very 
sure to push the bulb down right 
into the soil so that the disc 
actually touches. Then there can 
be no air pocket and the new 


WHAT TO DO 
IN THE GARDEN 
THIS WEEK 


Go after the peach borer now. 
Did you notice gum ooeing from 
the lower trunk and branches of 
your peach tree? Last summer 
many gardeners did, even on their 
very young newly set out trees. 
It’s the work of the borer, a 
white bodied insect with a reddish 
brown head who knows just how 
to bore into the very important 
cambium area of the peach tree. 
He also gets into the apricot and 
nectarine. 
Borers 
work 
in 
batches 
at 
ground level. They bore into the 
tree at the base, and get under 
the bark. Often times little specks 
of sawdust reveal his whereabouts. 
Chemists at Dow laboratories 
worked raw bromine into a sure 
kill for the peach borer. They 
nicknamed it PDB, but its full 
name is paradichlorobenzine. PDB 
gives off a gas which kills the 
Insect, 
Here is how you use PDB: Pull 
the soil away from the root crown 
exposing the top most roots. Then 
pour a ring of the crystals around 
the roots. Mound up the soil so 
that it makes a raised collar 
around the trunk of the tree. Pack 
the soil smoothly. 
When the winter rains come the 
moisture will cause the crystals to 
form a gas which rises close to the 
tree trunk, penetrating the holes in 
the bark and of course killing the 
insect there. 
While the ground is still warm 
and before the heavy cold rains 
come is the best time to use PDB 
to control peach tree borer. 


Farming Under Sea 
Called Profitable 


COLUMBUS. O. (U.R) — Farming 
the sea is not as fantastic as it 
sounds, the head of one of the 
country’s largest privately-owned 
research institutions points out. 
The Scottish Institute tor Sea­ 
weed Research has shown the pos­ 
sibilities of increasing both marine 
plant and fish production by using 
fertilisers. 
For example, flounders trans­ 
planted into a fertilised, protected 
arm of the sea have grown about 
four times as fast in length and 
IS times in weight as those not 
transplanted. 
Science is finding new ways for 
man to make better use of the 
fabulous resources of the oceans 
around us. 
Bigger fish, more petroleum from 
beneath the ocean’s bottom, fresh 
water, and increasing amounts of 
seaweed derivatives for the food 
and pharmaceutical industries are 
typical of the developments that 
are being brought within the range 
of m ans benefits, Dr. Williams 
said. 


roots plunge into the soil directly. 
Depth of planting is always im­ 
portant. Daffodil bulbs ought to 
be planted deep enough so they 
can remain permanently and not 
become chipped or chewed by 
spading forks as the seasons roll 
on. I know one gardener who al­ 
ways sets his daffodils down 10 
inches deep. He gives each bulb 
once and for all, a good place, 
and he never has to disturb it 
again. 
WHEN DAFFODILS have been 
planted deeply the gardener can 
grow above them shallow rooted 
annuals. In spring there are the 
blue forget-me-nots, and the all 
colored nemesia. All summer busy 
annuals such as petunias possess­ 
ing active roots will dress up the 
plot and yet not interefere with 
the sleeping bulbs. Even watering 
these annuals all summer won’t 
disturb the deep down daffodil 
bulbs. 
Of course one considers the 
plan 
when 
setting 
out 
bulbs. 
Daffodils must fit the design just 
as other flowering perennials do. 
They just don’t go in everywhere. 
They belong in masses, they fit 
well at the base of a tree, they 
stand out effectively in a swale on 
the hillslope, and they bring light 
to dark corners. A dosen or so 
here and there in groups of three, 
five or seven planted in conjunc­ 
tion with a spring flowering tree 
or shrub will certainly build a 
picture. 
FLOWERING TREES that go 
well with daffodils include the 
weeping crab apple, cup petaled 
quince, white petaled cherry, red 
peach, and the tight budded plum 
tree. 
Daffodils can be planted late 
to fit with the late flowering 
trees. Thus a gardener can get out 
his first batch of bulbs in No­ 
vember, the second after Christ­ 
mas, and the third around New 
Years.

New Book Advises 
'How To Sell Home

The majority of families in this 
country, according to the last 
census, own their homes. And 
every home owner is a potential 
home 
seller. 
Still 
most 
advice 
about houses is geared around the 
theme of “How to Buy a House* 
. . . “How to Judge a House” . • « 
How to Build a House.” 
It seems to be high time that 
somebody said something about 
How to Bell a House.” Obviously 
out of th^ 48 million existing 
houses, some are going to have to 
be sold In order to provide buyers 
for the one million new house.«» 
being built each year. Others must 
be sold for the need of cash, be­ 
cause of uprooting and moving for 
health or business changes, and for 
other reasons. 
So when a professional house 
seller writes a book on how to do 
it, after 20 years of experience in 
the field, there’s news in what hi 
says. Such is the new book, “House 
for Sale” by Walter Rostenberg, 
published by the Stravon Publish­ 
ers. New York li, N. Y. ($2). 
• • • 
•«MILLIONS OF DOLLARS are 
lost annually by some home sellers 
in unnecessary repairs and reno­ 
vations which they mistakenly be­ 
lieve will raise the selling price of 
their homes,” says Realtor Rosten­ 
berg. “Often such expenses are 
’down the drain* as the full value 
of such outlays are not always 
realized in the selling price. 
“On the other hand, however, 
necessary e x p e n d i t u r e s which 
would make the house more sale­ 
able are frequently overlooked.” 
A wet cellar and a leaking roof 
are mentioned as the most serious 
drawbacks in trying to sell a hou.se, 
but when it comes to dressing up 
a property in vivid colors, Uve au­ 
thor issues a warning. 
If a house normally would bring 
$15,000, he says, “and the Improve­ 
ments would amount to $4,000, it 
is doubtful that the seller would 
realise a price of $19,000 with the 
improvements. Besides the buyer 
may not have wanted those im­ 
provements: or he may not be able 
to afford them at the moment.” 
«

ON THIS POINT, except for the 
paint colors, Rostenberg seems to 
figure differently than bankers 
and other mortgage lenders. Un­ 
der 
today’s 
financing 
arrange­ 
ments it is easier for a buyer to 
pay for improvements and equip­ 
ment when they are included in 
the mortgage on the house, than 
it ever will be for him to pay for 
them on short term financing. 
Assuming that a buyer is going 
to be able to obtain a monthly 
amortized mortgage for 15 years at 
5 per cent—-which is a safe as­ 
sumption — he can carry $2,000 
worth of improvements on the 
house by merely adding $15 83 per 
month to his mortgage payments. 
On the other hand, if he waits 
until he owns the bouse and makes

the improvements himself, finane* 
ing them on an FHA Title I mod­ 
ernization loan, he will have to 
add $03.80 to his monthly budget 
for a period of three years. This 
may be burdensome, especially if 
he “may not be able to afford” the 
improvements at the moment, at 
Rostenberg argues.

IT SEEMS THAT the salability 
o! old houses might be improved 
through cooperation of seller and 
buyer before the contract is signed. 
With a preliminary mortgage ap­ 
praisal made on the existing prop­ 
erty. it might be comparatively 
easy to obtain a larger commit­ 
ment based on the proposed im­ 
provements . Although this might 
not net the seller a greater profit. 
It at least could insure the sale at 
a fair price. 
The seller would not lose the 
sale for the want of a new roof 
and nev* heating plant. He would 
say “Tht house needs these things 
and they arc going to cost you X 
dollars. Let’s see if your bank will 
finance them on the regular mort­ 
gage. I will then pay for them and 
charge you the same 
amount* 
which will be added to your mort­ 
gage.”

This might at least save further 
depression of the price for want 
of needed improvements.

price creates doubts in a buyer’s 
mLnd, and queries as to "what is 
wrong with it?’ ” 
“Avoid misstatements,” he ad­ 
visee, and in a list of “don’ts” he 
says “Don’t select a price out of 
thin air” . . . “Don’t list the prop­ 
erty with a broker at one price and 
offer it directly at a lower price” 
. . , “Don t reject a good, reason­ 
able offer merely because it is the 
first one made” «, , “Don’t expect 
the broker to act as your attorney.”

Paint Roller 
Speeds Job 
For Amateurs 


The use of paint rollers instead 
of brushes is becoming more popu­ 
lar. They are used In applying any 
type of paint that does not dry 
quickly—oil paints, enamels, latex- 
base paints and cold water casein 
types—but not shellac and lacquer. 
The covering of a roller deter­ 
mines the textured effect for the 
painted surface. Some rollers have 
a carpet-like covering. Others are 
covered with lamb's wool, or syn­ 
thetic fibers, such as nylon oc 
or km. 
The common paint roller Is dip­ 
ped into a paint can made espec­ 
ially for this use. It is a shallow 
pan, similar to a cake pan that is 
tilted at one end The pan accom­ 
modates the siae of the roller— 
ranging from two to nine inches. 
Most popular sise with amateurs 
is the 7-inch width. 
Some rollers have a hollow cyl­ 
inder for a core. This can be filled 
with a pint of paint at one time. 
Another has an attachment for 
an air-pressure feed line to a con­ 
tainer which may hold five gallons 
at a time.

Hardwood Floors 


Polished hardwood floors can 
turn out to have the beaut)' of fine 
furniture if they are laid properly. 
Manufacturers of h a r d w o o d 
flooring say that lack of care In 
floor laying is more responsible for 
bad jobs than lack of skill. 
Modern flooring is so precision 
fitted and thoroughly prefinished 
as for sanding and smoothness 
that a perfect job demands only 
on the installation. 
Given adequate J o i s t i n g —1« 
inches on centers —mad adequate 
bridging—every 8 feet—with soft­ 
wood subfloor kiln dried and not 
more than • inches wide laid di­ 
agonally, or a subfloor of \-in ch 
plywood, a good hardwood floor 
laying Job is not difficult. 
A good grade of tough flooring 
paper between subfloor and finish 
flooring is a sensible precaution. 
To substitute tarpaper for ordinary 
building paper is folly, for these 
can absorb moisture and pass it 
aloug to the hardwood. 
IMPORTANT P O I N T E R S in 
laying hardwood flooring; always 
use a scrap of this grooved lumber 
as a block for tapping home the 
edge or end of a strip to avoid 
marring the material. 
Never use 
a hammer directly on the flooring. 
Get the right kind of nails for 
the flooring you buy and use plenty 
of them. 
Screw type nails avoid 
splitting. Drive them through tire

Cheap Way To Build

DOS ANGELES—A low-cost con­ 
struction process that would elim­ 
inate steel framework, mortar, and 
painting may m u lt from research 
in the department of engineering 
on the Lxse Angeles campus of the 
University of California. 
An investigation of prest reused 
ceramics for building construction 
by P. R. Shanley, structures ex­ 
pert, and W. J. Knapp, ceramic« 
authority, has shown promising re­ 
sults along this line. 
It has been found that ceramics 
are actually stronger than struc­ 
tural steel when loaded so as to 
eliminate tension. Prestressing by 
means of steel cables, already be­ 
ing used in certain concrete struc­ 
tures, prevents the ceramic ele­ 
ments from being loaded in tendon 
and permits full utilisation of their 
high strength properties. 
IN THE LABORATORY small, 


lightweight beams of tile blocks 
and temdoned steel have proved 
capable of supporting enormous 
loads.

Housing Studies Seek Cool 
Homes For Warm Weather 


DAVIS — The age-old battle 
against the weather is now aimed 
at beating the heat. Researchers 
at the University of California col­ 
lege of agriculture are studying 
ways to have cooler homes in warm 
areas. 
Frederick A. Brooks, professor of 
agricultural engineering, is draw­ 
ing from his years of research in 
micro-climates 
to 
help 
design 
homes more comfortably suited to 
warm areas. His main warm- 
weather studies axe aimed at find­ 
ing economical ways to protect 
livestock from California's Imperial 
Valley heat. But the results of this 
animal research can be applied to 
structures 
for humans. 
What's 
cooler for a cow is also cooler for 
man. 
Robert B Deertng, assistant pro­ 
fessor of landscape gardening, is 
investigating plant materials that 
can withstand high temperatures, 
u«e little water, and help lower the 
temperatures around the home. 
Brooks and Deertng are on the 
far-south west regional research 
committee which is composed of 
architect«, engineers, and land­ 
scape architects on the West Goast, 
all working toward constructing 
homes and buildings more suited 
to warmer areas. This is one of 
three such committees set up by 
the 
building research advisory 
board of the national research 
council in Washington, D. C. The 
other 
are in the Gulf 
southeast and the mid-southwest. 
Most housing studies have been 
concerned with colder climate«. 
Warm-area structures are usually 
unsuitable imHM-tfffftf of 
cold- 


weather buildings. T it these new 
studies by the national research 
council wiB result in homes tailor­ 
ed tc warm areas. Such homes wUR 
benefit not only Californian*, but 
people in other warm areas in the 
United States, and tropical semes 
around the world. 


Airy Look Favored 
In New Furniture 
An airy, "off-the-floor” look has 
become one of the favorite styling 
features in modern upholstered 
furniture, home fashion observers 
declare. 
This effect is achieved largely by 
setting the furniture on long, slen­ 
der legs and by giving a trimnsas 
of line and relative lightness of 
scale to the scat, back and arma. 
In some pieces, arms are omitted. 
Not only does the gracefulness of

THE GOLOEN TEXT 
Jesus Worked Miracles Of 
Cleansing, Healing People 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
Our last throe lessons have been 
about Jesus’ teachings in His Ser­ 
mon on the Mount. In this lesson 
He had descended from the mount 
and begun His work of healing 
those who were ill of various di­ 
seases or possessed of evil spirits. 
We today talk of "modern mir­ 
acles,” and there are many of 
them—telephone, telegraph, radio, 
television, the motion picture and 
automobile—which woud not only 
have surpitned, but terrified, peo­ 
ple of Jesus’ day if they could 
have seen or heard them. 
There are so many more mar­ 
velous inventions that could be 
named, in fact, it rather frightens 
us to realise how far we have 
come from those seemingly primi­ 
tive times. 
* Can we control what we call 
our “conveniences"? or will they 
destroy us? Thousand* of people 
have been killed by automobiles; 
millions by other modern Inven­ 
tions which might have blest us 
but have been need to destroy 
human life. 
The Sermon on the Mount was 
ended and Jesus came down, fol­ 
lowed by many of those who had 
been listening to Him. "And be­ 
hold, there came a leper and wor­ 
shipped 
Him, 
saying, 
Lord, 
If 
Thou wilt, Thou canst make me 
eiean.** 
HO ONE WAS ALLOWED to 
touch a leper for fear of contagion, 
but our Lord put out His hand and 
touched the man, saying, “I will; 
be thou clean. And immediately hi* 
leprosy was cleansed.” 
When Jesus was entering Ca­ 
pernaum, a centurion (a Roman 
captain of 100 men), beseeched 
Him, saying that his servant was 
lying at home sick with the palsy 
end 
grevioualy tormented.” Jesus 
• said He would go and heal him, 
but the Roman said he was not 
worthy that Christ should enter 
his house, “but speak the word 
only," said the centurion, "and my 
servant shall be healed" 
Jesus marvelled at such faith, 
saying 
to 
them 
that 
followed, 
•'Verily, I say unto you, I have 
not found so great faith, no, not 
In Israel. 
“And I say unto 
you. That 
many shall come from the east 
and west, and shall sit down with 
Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, 
In live kingdom of heaven,” 
This is the first Intimation we 
have that Jesus knew that His 


gospel was for the whole world, 
not Just for the Jewish people. 
TO THE CENTURION He said, 
MOo thy way: and as thou has be­ 
lieved, so be It done unto thee." 
The servant was healed that hour. 
When 
Jesus 
went 
to Peter s 
house, he found Peter's m other-in- 
law 111 of a fever. He but touched 
her hand, and the fever left her, 
and she arose, and ministered unto 
them—Jesus and those that were 
with Him. 
That 
evening 
Christ 
healed 
many persons and drove devils out 
of others. 
“That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by Isaiah the prophet, 
saying, Himself took our infirm­ 
ities, and bare our sicknesses" 
A scribe came to Jesus saying, 
“Master, I will follow Thee, whith­ 
ersoever Thou goes.” Jesus said 
to him, “The foxes have holes, 
and the birds of the air have 
nests; but the Son of Man hath 
not where to lay His head." 


ANOTHER DISCIPLE asked that 
he be allowed to go and bury his 
father, but Jesus forbade him, 
with the words "let the dead bury 
their dead," Lest this seem a hard 
condition, our commentator writes 
that the man was not going to 
bury his father then, but that he 
wanted to stay at home until hU 
father died, as he was old, and 
then he would follow Jesus. 
Entering a ship to cross the 
Sea of Galilee, and being exhaust­ 
ed, we must suppose, Jesus slept. 
A storm aroee, and the boat was 
so tossed about that the disciples 
feared that they would be swamped 
and drowned.

“Why are ye fearful. O ye of little 
faith?" Then He arose, rebuked the 
winds and the sea; and “there was 
a great calm.”

San Diego Exposition as a museum 
ship, opep to the public. 
Stranded in San Diego, the Kis­ 
singers Jumped at an offer to take 
the ship south cn a sea lion hunt 
in Mexican waters. They set saU 
cm July 4, 1936, with a crew of 
31 Sea Scouts, aged 14 to 19, in 
addition to a regular crew of ten. 
The log reads: "Arrived at Cedros 
Island one week later, found many 
sea lions, but capturing them look­ 
ed too hazardous to Frank who by 
now had developed a healthy res­ 
pect for the sea and ships." 
THE RETURN TRIP proved to 
be much longer than expected and 
the square-rigger had to go to 138 
degrees west and 34 north before 
pilin g up favorable winds for the 
trip back to the coast. Food which 
hftd run short and had been re­ 
plenished by passing ships proved 
adequate, but not enough to calm 
the mothers of the boys waiting 
anxiously in San Diego for their 
long over-due training cruise to 
end. Unfamiliar with the ways of 
sail the mothers prevailed upon 
the Coast Guard to find the errant 
"Queen" and dispatched the Coast 
Guard cutter ‘Shoshone.* 
The ship was found and after 
much discussion, Capt. Ray Noyes 
agreed to be towed to Long Beach, 
as he put it, “ignominiously at the 
end of a towline " 
It was during this «7 days voy­ 
age that Rose Kissinger became in­ 
trigued with the practical side of 
navigation, so much so that she 
developed a plastic training aid 
to assist students of celestial ob­ 


servations. Between 1936 and 1940 
while the Pacific Queen worked in 
the movies, Rose perfected her 
device. 
In 1940 the Pacific Queen was 
at Fisherman’s 
Wharf in 
San 
Francisco where she was open to 
the public as a maritime museum 
with an added 
attraction of 
a 
‘tween-deck’s pirate crew in wax. 
DECEMBER 7» 1941 brought A 
48-hour notice to leave her Fish­ 
erman's Wharf location and again 
she took the tow line to a Sausa­ 
lito mud berth. 
During the war 
years, Rose taught at the state 
school of navigation, after twice 
finishing the course as a student. 
It was here that her plastic globe 
received recognition by the Navy. 
She was granted a patent for her 
device which was turned over to 
the Navy. 
All the while, Frank 
was attempting to keep the ship 
from being a casualty of war, as 
her 253-foot sea-ravaged steel hull 
showed the results of a wartime 
shortage of all repair material. Rust 
scale began to take over the mas­ 
sive steel plates. 
Rigging, 
long 
overdue for replacement, 
would 
give way with each new winter 
storm. 
Kissinger offered the "Queen" to 
the government if they would keep 
her as a ship and not break her 
up. All these offers were ignored 
and led to many attempts to seize 
the ship for scrap. 
One 
eager 
searcher for precious steel, had 
convinced authorities in Washing­ 
ton that the floating hull was a 
veritable stockpile and her doom

seemed scaled. A last minute re­ 
prieve was secured by Harry Lund- 
berg when he convinced authori­ 
ties that in reality the Pacific 
Queen was like a huge steel bail, 
her nine-sixteenths plate offering 
comparatively little steel for the 
scrapping effort involved. 
WITH THE WAR’S END the 
now run-down vessel took to the 
tow and made Long Beach her 
next port of call. At first it seem­ 
ed that this busy port might mean 
the Kissingers could begin to re­ 
store the ship to sea-going condi­ 
tion, but instead she became in­ 
volved in harbor politics and was 
the victim of a natural 
squeeze 
play. 
The city of Long Beach offered 
$75,000 but their plans called for 
filling in around the "Queen." Kis­ 
singers could see the ship’s real 
life end if they were forced to ac­ 
cept this offer. They felt that a 
constantly changing city adminis­ 
tration would not have the best in­ 
terests of the ship at heart. Once 
surrounded by fill she would be­ 
come a political plaything. What 
the last of the American full-rig­ 
ged ships needed was the Hie s 
blood that only a maritime organi­ 
zation could give. San Francisco 
was building just such a project 
with her then new, waterfront mu­ 
seum. 
Rejecting all offers, many ques­ 
tionable hi the eyes of the law, tbe 
Kissingers chartered a tug. Sev­ 
enty two hours and $8300 later 
they were back home In Sausalito 
It was costly business trying to 
save such a great old lady in heç 
declining day.s. 
FRANK KISSINGER didn’t need 
the scrap book any more, it was 
now a question of facts and figures. 
“Sure, I've got materials aboard," 
he said. Tbe Pacific Queen would 
make a comeback despite tbe de­ 
termined efforts of Individuals 


and groups to seise her even today 
The ship’s bold has ten-and-a-half 
tons of new galvanised rigging. 
2500 pounds of new manlla rig­ 
ging, 500 gallons of black paint 
and Kissinger’s 30 years’ know-row. 
When asked what his plans were, 
Kissinger didn’t waste any words. 
The ‘Queen’ would be recondition­ 
ed if it was the last thing he did. 
What about the rumors of the 
Pacific Queen being purchased by 
the maritime museum in San 
Francisco? Kissinger was for that 
100 per cent IA the details could 
be worked out, but what naw mu­ 
seum coukl afford to reimburse a 
man and his wife properly for 10 
years of devotion to the ship? Kis­ 
singer, aside from that is a busi­ 
ness man and realises that instead 
of an obsolete sailing ship he owns 
America’s last square-rigged ship, 
As Frank put it, "Have you tried, 
to buy a Stutx Bearcat or Wash­ 
ington’s Mount Vernon lately?* 
During 
this 
question-and-an- 
swer session, we 
became 
aw#re 
that another man had Joined the 
interview. Frank knew him as a 
former sailing ship master and had 
waved him aboard when our con­ 
versation first 
began. 
He had 
spent the whole time aft on «be 
poop, just sitting, with an occasion­ 
al glance aloft. Now he had Join­ 
ed us at the rail. A tatooed hand 
reached up and settled a grimy felt 
hat. 
"You know, Kissinger," said the 
old man. 
"Suppose some group, 
maybe Lundbergs Sailors Union 
bought the ‘Queen’ and then turn­ 
ed her over to the maritime mu­ 
seum as a gift. It could be dedi­ 
cated and open to the kids of Caii- 
foraia witli no admission. It #Dj$ld 
sure make us old-timers proud to 
see the ‘Queen* at anchor, real 
"Bristol fashion" just like I used 
to see them when X first shipped 
into Frisco as a third mate.*
